Appropriate  badges  were  provided  for  the  mes¬ 
sengers  at  the  Convetnlon.  consisting  of  a  large 
button  with  the  picture  of  the  First  Church  of 
Meridian,  to  which  the  red-whtte-and-blue  ribbon 
was  attached. 

Brother  W.  F.  Flint  reports  a  good  year  at 
Macedonia  Church  near  Weathersby.  Pastor's 
salary  was  increased  $50.00,  all  paid.  They  gave 
$21.00  for  the  Orphanage,  surpassed  their  appor¬ 
tionment  for  State  Missions. 

It  was  according  to  his  courtly  spirit  that 
President  J.  L.  Johnson  of  the  Mississippi  Wom¬ 
an's  College  asked  the  privilege  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  at  Meridian  of  making  the  motion  to  take 
over  Blue  Mountain  College  into  our  system  of 
schools.  Likewise  Rev.  Bryan  Simmons  repre¬ 
senting  Clarke  College  seconded  the  motion. 

To  sec  how  fast  the  world  is  moving  you  may 
glance  at  the  program  Jot  the  Ministers'  Con¬ 
ference.  It  was  prepared  In  the  midst  of  war 
conditions  and  to  meet  war  needs.  It  fairly 
bristled  with  war  items.  But  we  were  in  the 
midst  of  peace.  However  It  was  quickly  and 
easily  adjusted  to  present  conditions  with  the 
usual  Baptist  versatility. 

Brother  Jennings  in  speaking  upon  the  gift  of 
$100,000  which  he  and  his  family  were  proposing 
to  make  in  order  to  bring  Blue  Mountain  College 
Into  the  list  of  Convention  schools  said  that  "the 
Lowreys  and  Berrys  were  making  a  larger  gift 
than  the  Jennings  family  were  making.  He  said 
that  the  value  of  the  property  Itself  was  double 
what  he  and  his  family  were  giving  and  that  the 
history,  spirit  and  influence  of  the  institution 
were  worth  far  more  than  the  total  value  of  the 
property." 

For  nothing  else  which  we  have  ever  published 
have  we  received  so  many  expressions  of  apprecia¬ 
tions  as  the  letters  of  LL  Lipsey  in  France.  Some¬ 
times  they  were  so  personal  that  those  to  whom 
they  were  written  protested  against  their  publi¬ 
cation  but  friends  Insisted  on  having  more  of 
them.  They  will  be  glad  now  to  know  that  a 
letter  has  been  received  from  him  written  on  the 
day  when  the  armistice  was  signed.  He  was  well 
and  happy.  He  had  been  through  the  Are  at  the 
front  and  was  still  at  it  when  firing  ceased  all 
along  the  line.  The  captain  of  his  company  was 
wounded  early  In  the  lighting  and  Lt.  Lipsey  had 
command  of  the  company  the  remainder  of  the 
time.  He  was  knocked  over  by  the  explosion  of 
a  shell  In  fifteen  feet  of  him  but  was  uninjured. 
The  man  nearest  him  was  killed.  He  speaks  most 
gratefully  of  the  goodness  of  Ood  and  sends  to  his 
church  at  Clinton  a  large  thank  offering. 


The  committee  appointed  by  the  Convention 
Board  to  consider  the  Baptist  Record  matter  con¬ 
sisted  of  Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence,  Mr.  L.  L.  Tyler 
and  Revs.  J.  R.  G.  Hewlett,  R.  S.  Gavin  and  H.  H. 
Webb.  They  had  several  meetings  during  the 
year,  one  of  them  In  conference  with  the  stock¬ 
holders  of  Qie  Publishing  Company.  They  finally 
recommended  that  the  Convention  instruct  the 
Board  to  buy  the  paper  and  all  the  physical  assets 
of  rhe  company  for  $8,800,  and  that  the  editorial 
supervision  of  the  paper  be  under  Secretary  J.  B. 
Lawrence,  who  is  to  employ  an  assistant  as  edi¬ 
tor  of  the  Record.  The  amount  to  be  paid  for  the 
paper  was  agreed  upon  in  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
committee  and  the  stockholders  of  the  publishing 
company  held  In  Meridian  Nov.  $7.  In  accordance 
with  this  agreement  the  paper  will  change  hands 
January  1st,  1919,  and  the  present  company  will 
be  out  of  the  publishing  business.  After  all  debts 
are  paid  it  is  their  intention  to  liquidate.  The 
present  editor  Is  completing  his  seventh  year  In 
connection  with  the  paper,  during  most  of  which 
Mr.  J.  J.  Lipsey  was  business  manager.  They 
have  been  years  of  most  strenuous  and  unremit¬ 
ting  labor,  but  they  have  bad  their  full  compen¬ 
sation  in  the  joy  of  service  and  the  fellowship  of 
the  brethren.  We  have  striven  Ip  advocate  the 
truth  and  to  uphold  every  intrest  which  the 
Baptists  of  Mississippi  foster.  This  has  been  a 
labor  of  love  for  our  hearts  are  bound  up  In  the 
lives  and  labors  of  our  brethren  and  in  the  truth 
they  hold  ana  the  work  they  do.  With  them  we 
have  had  sweet  fellowship  and  for  them  we  have 
the  lenderest  Christian  love.  We  carry  no  sores 
and  no  scars,  for  there  have  been  none  In  our  ex¬ 
perience.  Memory  is  all  fragrant,  the  ties  of 
brotherhood  unbreakable  and  the  future  Is  roseate 
and  fresh  as  a  spring  -morning. 

By  unanimous  vote,  after  full  discussion  the 
Convention  In  Meridian  voted  to  take  over  the 
Ballet  Record  and  publish  it  as  its  own  organ 
from  January  1st,  1919.  To  be  sure  lt  has  been 
th  eorgan  of  the  Convention  to  the  limit  of  the 
ability  ol  Its  loriner  owners  and  publishera  But 
from  now  on  the  entire  responsibility  will  be 
upou  the  denomination  and  so  upon  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  denomination  in  Mississippi,  lt  has 
had  many  lnenos  who  have  proven  their  friend- 
snip  in  a  practical  way  lor  the  sake  of  the  cause, 
but  occasionally  a  discordant  note  was  heard  to 
the  enecl  that  it  was  a  private  concern  and  its 
success  was  no  obligation  upon  our  people  or 
preachers.  On  the  other  hand  many  believed  that 
the  buruen  of  this  enterprise  should  not  rest  on 
the  shoulders  of  a  few  but  should  be  distributed 
among  all.  Along  with  this  was  the  belief  that 
an  institution  so  necessary  to  our  work  and 
touching  it  at  every  vital  part  should  be  directly 
controlled  by  the  denomination.  The  question 
has  been  agitated  tor  several  years.  Last  year 
In  tne  convention  at  Brooshaven  It  was  warmly 
discussed  pro  and  con,  and  Convention  owner- 
snip  would  prooably  have  been  voted  on  at  that 
time  If  (he  matter  had  not  been  shunted  to  the 
Board  lor  action,  in  191i  the  editor's  salary  had 
been  supplemented  by  the  $50.00  a  month.  For 
1918  this  supplement  was  Increased  to  $100.00  a 
month,  by  the  Convention  Board  upon  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Convention.  This  gave  a 
breathing  spell  for  one  year,  and  a  committee  was 
appointed  by  the  Board  to  recommend  suitable 
action  as  to  the  ownership  of  the  paper.

Dr.  Geo.  Green  told  the  preachers  assembled 
In  Meridian  that  for  a  time  no  mat)  was  allowed 
to  die  in  the  base  hospital  at  Camp  Shelby  near 
Hattiesburg  without  receiving  the  extreme  unction 
at  the  hands  of  a  Catholic  priest  It  has  come  to 
a  pretty  mess  In  America  when  a  man  cannot  die 
In  the  enjoyment  of  religious  liberty. 

One  of  the  greatest  hours  of  the  Convention 
was  when  the  question  of  Christian  Education  was 
under  discussion.  There  were  some  good  speeches, 
but  the  occasion  was  greater  than  any  speech,  or 
all  of  them.  What  was  done  was  far  greater 
than  what  was  said.  The  Commission  In  con¬ 
junction  with  that  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  had  planned  for  a  campaign  for  a  million 
dollars  in  five  years,  $200,000  a  year.  This  plan 
was  quickened  and  put  into  Immediate  operation 
by  the  offer  of  the  Jennings  family,  made  by  Mr. 
A.  E.  Jennings  of  Memphis,  to  contribute  $100,000 
on  two  conditions;  one  that  the  Baptists  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  take  over  the  BJue  Mountain  College  for 
which  the  $100,000  Is  given,  and  the  other  condi¬ 
tion  that  the  Baptists  of  Mlsslsiaslppl  contribute 
another  $100,000  for  further  educational  work 
This  was  In  line  with  the  educational  policy  al¬ 
ready  outlined  and  was  immediately  approved. 
The  taking  over  of  Blue  Mountain  College  had 
been  the  desire  of  the  brethren  for  many  years, 
but  ft  came  with  suddenness  and  in  an  unexpected 
way,  as  a  clear  gift  from  the  Jennings  family  and 
the  Lowreys  and  Berrys.  The  firm  of  Lowrey 
and  Berry  have  built  up  one  of  the  biggest  and 
best  schools  for  girls  In  the  world.  It  has  a  his¬ 
tory  and  equipment  that  make  It  Invaluable  to 
Baptists.  It  could  not  be  duplicated  probably  for 
$200,000  The  owners  now  generously  turn  lt  over 
to  the  denomination  without  a  rent  of  cost,  ex¬ 
cept  to  the  Jennings  family  who  now  come  with 
this  magnificent  offer.  We  are  entering  a  new 
day  in  our  educational  work,  a  day  of  rejoicing 
and  of  great  opportunity.  The  spirit  of  these  gen¬ 
erous  givers  should  take  possession  of  all  our 
people.

The  splendid  city  of  Meridian  was  wide 
awake  to  the  coming  of  the  Mississippi  Con¬ 
vention.  The  Ministers’  Conference  and  the 
Convention  representing  250,000  white  Bap¬ 
tists  of  Mississippi  opened  Monday  night  at 
7:30. 

Ministers'  Conference. 

The  conference  met  at  the  First  Church 
at  7 :30  Monday  night.  The  president,  Rev. 
H.  L.  Martin,  was  not  present  on  account  of 
a  funeral  in  his  congregation. 

Rev.  C.  C.  Kiser  of  Aberdeen,  appointed 
to  conduct  the  devotions  opened  the  confer¬ 
ence.  He  offered  an  earnest  prayer,  asking 


ing  to  every  pastor  present,  was  the  iqtense- 
l>  practical  theme  which  was  presented  in 
a  forceful  paper  in  his  characteristic!  man¬ 
ner  by  Rev.  N.  W.  P.  Bacon  of  Marks.  A 
very  important  question  was  raised!  as  to 
whether  there  was  an  example  in  the  New 
Testament  for  the  regular  mid-week  prayer 
meeting. 

On  motion  it  was  resolved  that  the  ppaper 
read  by  Dr.  Bacon  be  requested  for  publica¬ 
tion  in  the  Baptist  Record.

M.  King  of  Jackson,  led  the  devotions.  He 
read  Phil.  3:10  ff.  God  has  thrown  at  our 
the  greatest  challenge  ever  given  to  the 
world.  Shall  we  measure  up  to  such  a  chal¬ 
lenge.  Many  sentences  of  prayer  were  of¬ 
fered  by  many  brethren— still  bowing, 
Nearer  My  God  to  Thee”  was  sung.  Dr! 
King  closed  the  prayer  earnestly  praying 
for  a  clearer  vision  of  the  task  that  wc  may 
perform  it  without  wavering.  Sang,  “Work 
for  the  Night  is  Coming.”  Every  one 
knowing  himself  to  be  an  accredited  messen¬ 
ger  was  given  the  privilege  of  participating 
in  the  organization  of  the  Convention.

asked  that  bis  name  be  not  mentioned,  and 
declared  the  Convention  ready  for  organiza¬ 
tion.  Dr.  B.  G  Lowroy  was  unanimously 
elected  president,  and  Rev.  J.  R.  G.  Hewlett 
of  Water  Valley  and  J.  A.  Taylor  of  Brook- 
haven  were  elected  Vice-Presidents,  and 
Walton  E.  Lee  was  re-elected  Recording 
Secretary.  It  took  very  few  minutes  to 
complete  the  organization.  Sang,  “From 
Greenlands  Icy  Mountains.”  Prayer  was 
offered  by  Dr.  J.  R.  Sampey  of  Louisville. 

A  solo  of  exquisite  melody  was  sung.  The 
appointee  Dr.  P.  I.  Lipsey  of  Clinton,  read 
2  Cor.  4  and  offered  prayer.  Sang  “All  Hail 
the  Power  of  Jesus’  Name.”  2  Cor.  5:14 
“For  the  love  of  Christ  constrained  us,” 
was  the  text.  God’s  Constraining  Love  was 
the  subject.  A  splendid  gospel  sermon  was 
preached.  It  enlisted  the  complete  atten¬ 
tion  and  caught  the  hearts  of  all  the  people, 
gripping  them  like  a  vice. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Dr.  J.  A.  Hackett, 
the  oldest  messenger  present.  He  led  us  up 
right  to  the  throne  of  God.  A  quartette  sang 
beautifully.  A  good  address  of  welcome 
was  uttered  by  the  splendid  host  of  the  Con¬ 
vention,  Pastor  J.  R.  Bateman.  The  former 
president,  J.  E.  Byrd,  was  called  to  the  stand 
and  responded  in  the  name  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion.

Sang  “Come  Thou  Fount  of  Every 
Blessing.”  Prayer  was  offered  by  J.  R. 
Carter  of  Jackson.  Read  Lu  11.  Dr.  Buc¬ 
hanan  offered  some  helpful  comments  on 
prayer.  Jesus  was  a  man  of  prayer.  He 
mingled  prayer  with  all  His  labors.  Prayer 
was  offered  by  C.  Cleveland  Kiser  of  Aber¬ 
deen. 

Rev.  Bryan  Simmons  moved  that  Bro. 
Martin  Ball  be  chosen  official  reporter  of  the 
Convention  for  the  secular  press  and  draw 
on  the  treasury  of  the  Convention  for  neces¬ 
sary  expenses.

The  reports  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
.Mississippi  College,  Clarke  Memorial,  Wom¬ 
an’s  College,,  Baptist  Orphanage,  Baptist 
Hospitals  Baptist  Education  Commission  and 
Baptist  State  Convention  Board  were  read 
and  referred  to  the  committees  on  each  of 
these  reports. 

Dr.  Watkins,  pastor  of  the  First  Metho¬ 
dist  Church  was  introduced  to  the  Conven¬ 
tion. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Sunday 
Schools  was  read  by  W.  H.  Barrett.  The 
report  suggests  that  the  work  in  our  state 
during  this  year  has  been  marked  by  signal 
success  as  is  shown  by  the  following :  There 
have  been  delivered  this  year  526  diplomas, 
85  red  seals  aud  60  blue  seals.  Texas  comes 
first  and  Mississippi  second  in  actual  num¬ 
bers  of  diplomas  delivered  during  the  year. 
Blue  seals,  Texas  first  and  Mississippi  sec¬ 
ond,  and  in  A-l  schools  Texas  first  and  Mis¬ 
sissippi  second.  In  all  the  states  for  the  sum 
total  of  diplomas  Mississippi  holds  fifth 
place.  In  red  and  blue  seals  Mississippi  holds 
fourth  place. 

Bro.  J.  E.  Byrd  and  his  co-laborers  record 
more  than  50  conversions.  During  the  past 
summer  under  the  direction  of  Secretary  J. 
E.  Byrd  there  were  20  county  normals  held, 
which  resulted  in  the  bestowal  of  50  awards. 
The  committee  desires  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  organized  class  work  has 
been  placed  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Strickland  of  the  Sunday  School  Board  and 
is  being  pushed  more  vigorously  and  we 
would  emphasize  this  work  because  we  feel 


it  will  count  wonderfully  for  the  enlistment 
of  our  constituency. 

The  committee  urges  an  unfaltering  ob¬ 
servance  of  special  days  in  the  Sunday 
Schools.  The  days  observed  are  Home  and 
Foreign  Missions  for  March,  Christian  Edu¬ 
cation  for  July;  State  Missions  for  Septem¬ 
ber;  Benevolences  in  December.  The  pro¬ 
grams  are  prepared  by  the  Sunday  School 
Board.  The  programs  are  themselves  edu¬ 
cational.  The  records  show  that  $5,000  was 
received  for  State  Missions  from  these  days 
— about  this'  same  amount  was  raised  for 
Foreign  Missions  and  $2,000  wTas  received  for 
Chritaian  Education.  Rev.  Gaines  Dobbins 
of  the  Sunday  School  Board  and  Secretary 
J.  E.  Byrd  discussed  the  report. 

At  this  point  Rev.  Bryan  Simmons  intro¬ 
duced  to  the  Convention  Miss  Elizabeth 
Dombourajean,  representing  Gulfport  Di¬ 
vision  of  Red  Cross,  in  interest  of  the  Christ¬ 
mas  roll  call.  The  Convention  rose  and  gave 
her  a  cordial  welcome.  She  is  a  member  of 
the  First  Baptist  Church  in  New  Orleans. 

Secretary  J.  B.  Lawrence  read  the  report 
of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  Board. 
Every  one  w’as  anxious  to  hear  the  result 
of  the  work  done  by  the  Board  in  the  state. 
The  report  of  the  board  was  very  gratifying. 
The  board  laid  out  the  work  on  the  follow¬ 
ing  basis:  Total  amount  for  State  Missions 
$41,800.  For  overhead  expenses  $8,000. 
This  includes  secretary’s  salary  and  office 
expenses.  Woman ’a  Work  $3,000  special 
mission  work  $2,500;  field  workers'  salaries 
$10,000;  pastoral  support  $15,000;  church 
building  $5,000. 

A  committee  of  five  was  named  to  con¬ 
sider  the  question  of  denominational  owner¬ 
ship  of  the  Baptist  Record— which  commit¬ 
tee  will  report  at  this  Convention. 

The  budget  was  introduced.  Mr.  N.  T. 
Tull,  who  has  been  connected  with  the  First 
National  Bunk  of  Brookhaven,  was  elected 
budget  man.  He  has  prosecuted  this  work 
in  an  effective  manner.  The  churches  accep¬ 
ted  their  apportionments.  The  board  has 
handled  this  year  as  the  treasurer’s  report 
will  show  $160,984.06,  distributed  as  follows : 
Foreign  Missions  $39.651.77 ;  Home  Missions 
$31,194.19;  State  Missions  $50,661.16;  min¬ 
isterial  relief  $3,313.34;  Christian  Education 
$33,073.34;  Orphanage  $5,616.38;  hospital, 
$3,493.87 ;  other  objects  $6,081.33.  Total 
$160,984.05. 

The  board  has  spent  $44,494.03.  A  bal¬ 
ance  in  the  treasury  $6,198.14. 

The  question  of  our  relation  to  other  de¬ 
nominations  as  to  Christian  organiz.ations. 
There  is  a  movement  on  foot  to  merge  all 
organizations  into  one  great  organic  body. 
Shall  we  enter  into  that  organiza'.i  n  and 
lose  our  integrity  and  individuality  >i  a  de¬ 
nomination,  or  shall  we  maintain  our  integ¬ 
rity  and  indvidualty  and  separateness  *  We 
will  have  to  answer  these  questions.  We 
must  maintain  our  integrity  and  continue 
our  witness  for  the  truth  in  the  future  and 
as  we  have  witnessed  for  the  truth  in  the 
past.  There  can  be  no  merging  with  us. 
Witnessing  for  Christ  with  us  demands  a 
separate  existence.  Our  people  must  be  in-

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EDITORIAL. 


PROGRAM  OF  ANOTHER  YEAR 


Ah  we  face  the  coming  year’s  work' some 
things  are  of  necessity  included  and  will  be 
sure  to  engage  our  attention  and  our  efforts. 
The  development  of  the  work  in  the  past 
determines  something  for  the  future.  Hav¬ 
ing  started  we  will  follow  out  the  projected 
work  according  to  plan  until  it  is  demon¬ 
strated  that  there  is  a  better  plan. 

Some  things  contemplated  in  a  five-year 
program  two  years  ago  remain  practically 
untouched  but  others  are  well  on  the  way. 
The  budget  has  established  itself  in  the 
economy  of  our  work  and  will  win  its  way 
by  degrees  into  all  the  churchs.  It  is  com¬ 
ing  to  be  recognized  if  w.>  are  to  have  a  co¬ 
operative  work,  and  that  is  all  the  kind  of 
work  a  denomination  can  do,  we  must  have 
a  financial  plan  which  at  once  ministers  to' 
every  need  and  is  adapted  to  every  church. 
That  is  it  must  include 'in  its  aims  every  ob- 
:•••  t  t' >-t <  r.  .1  by  the  denomiiAtion  and  which 
is  workable  in  every  church  whether  big  or 
little.  Our  present  budget  has  proven  itself 
capable  of  doing  these  things.  To  be  sure 
it  does  not  meet  every  emergency,  but  it  does 
not  exclude  special  efforts  to  meet  any  emer¬ 
gency.  It  guides  the  benevolence  of  the 
people  and  distributes  it  judiciously,  but  it 
does  uot  restrain  them  from  giving  in  much 
larger  measure  for  particular  purposes  or 
occasions.  It  will  be  well  for  our  churches 
before  the  new  year  starts  to  put  their 
financial  plans  in  good  workable  order  and 
in  competent  hands.  This  does  not  mean 
that  the  old  budget  of  1918  will  suffice  for 
the  work  of  1919.  There  are  ample  reasons 
why  it  will  not.  For  one  thing  the  ability 
of  our  people  to  give  has  been  greatly  in¬ 
creased,  and  for  another  the  demand  and 
program  for  the  future  has  been  enlarged. 
The  work  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  is 
laid  out  on  a  scale  of  fifty  per  cent,  increase 
over  the  past  year.  And  that  of  the  Home 
Bonrcf  on  a  still  larger  percentage  of  growth. 
This  will  set  the  mark  for  all  our  work. 
State  .Missions  will  widen  out  its  work  to 
furnish  the  foundation  for  the  others.  The 
program  of  the  Education  Commission  is 
for  11,000,000  in  Mississippi  in  the  next  five 
urs  to  equip  our  schools  and  make  possible 


larger  attendance  aud  better  work.  The 
campaign  to  pay  off  all  indebtedness  will 
probably  be  launched  before  this  is  read. 
And  we  ure  in  to  win.  There  is  nothing 
that  demands  more  immediate  and  earnest 
attention  than  our  educational  situation! 

Our  benevolent  work  must  go  on  $nd 
some  of  it  be  greatly  enlarged.  We  arc  jtist 
beginning  to  get  a  conscience  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  taking  care  Af  our  old  preaclujrs. 
The  new  home  lor  preacher  s  donated  by  Airs. 
Lizzie  George  Henderson  must  be  put!  in 
operation,  and  the  new  board  for  ministerial 
relief  loeated  in  Dallas  has  just  beguu]to 
function.  Our  orphanage  must  not  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  suffer,  and  the  hospitals  must  Ibc 
sufficiently  equipped.  The  one  in  Mempiis 
is  being  enlarged  to  meet  an  imparat  ve 
need,  and  the  one  in  Jackson  is  in  immediate 
need  of  funds  to  pay  off  its  indebtedn  >ss 
and  build  a  maternity  ward.  It  is  now  Bill 
to  capacity.  We’ve  got  a  glorious  ti|ne 
ahead  of  us,  ami  we  are  well  able  to  do  itll 
that  is  needed.  / 


SALT  AND  PEACE. 


The  disciples  had  had  an  unpleasant  con¬ 
tention  among  themselves  as  to  their  degree 
of  prominence  in  the  kingdom.  The  Master 
asks  them  about  it  when  they  have  <»me  jto 
a  resting  place  and  they  now  seem  ashamed 
of  it,  for  “they  held  their  peace.”  They 
shut  up  and  showed  their  guilt,  like  children 
caught  in  some  wrong-doing.  Jesus  dtjes 
not  upbraid  them  handily,  but  he  “sat  do^ti 
and  called  them  to  him.”  He  did  not  dri^e 
them  away  by  severe  reprimand,  but  geniy 
took  a  child  and  put  him  in  their  midst,  aid 
then  like  any  warm  hearted  human  bei^g 
He  “took  him  in  His  arms.”  He  thfn 
shows  how  the  spirit  of  gentleness,  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  self  assertion  and  self  seeking  At¬ 
tracts  the  favor  of  God  and  should  be  hon¬ 
ored  amoug  men.  God  takes  a  special  in¬ 
terest  in  the  meek  and  we  will  please  Hin 
by  being  not  only  just  to  them  but  generoDf 
with  them. 

But  Jesus  did  not  mean  to  encourage’ 
people  in  being  pusilanimous.  He  does  nit 
put  a  premium  on  the  limp,  flabby,  flaccid, 
spineless  variety  of  man.  Be  it  said  with 
all  reverence,  Jesus  had  no  use  for  the  goodj- 
goody  mollycoddle.  Looking  on  the  rii* 
young  ruler  who  came  to  Him  he  loved  hir*, 
because  he  was  strong  and  clean.  There  w^s 
something  in  those  “sons  of  thunder,”  Jami* 
aud  John,  which  drew  him  to  them,  and  im¬ 
petuous,  ambitious  Peter  became  the  booh 
companion  of  Jesus.  The  very  ambition  of 
these  men  made  them  good  material  (up 
apostles,  strange  as  the  statement  may  seent. 
Jesus  did  uot  choose  men  for  important  wort 
who  were  always  singing  “0  to  be  nothin;], 
nothing!”  He  wanted  men  who  wanted  t> 
be  something  and  somebody.  They  at  leas 
had  capacity.  Jesus  did  not  select  men  to 
carry  on  His  work  who  had  a  loose,  purf 
poseless  look  around  the  mouth.  They  weri 
men  who  had  the  taut,  tense  cxpiession  oi) 
their  faces  and  a  fixed  purpose  in  mind] 
Jesus  did  not  say  “you  must  have  pep  iij 
your  composition,”  but  He  did  say  “Hava 
salt  in  yourselves.”  He  did  not  wish  meii 


to  whom  all  conduct  and  all  teaching  look¬ 
ed  alike.  He  must  have  men  with  indivi¬ 
dual  opinion  and  conviction.  He  did  ask 
them  what  men  generally  thought  of  Him, 
but  this  was  only  to  introduce  the  other 
question,  “Whom  do  ye  say  that  I  amt” 
and  he  was  mightily  pleased  that  it  was  dif¬ 
ferent.  Salt  brings  out  clearly  the  indivi¬ 
duality  of  everything  that  is  seasoned  with 
it  ,and  if  it  has  lost  its  savor,  its  value  is 
gone  and  other  things  are  lost.  The  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  gospel  is  to.  bring  out,  to  develop 
strong  personality.  Paul  wrote  to  Timothy, 
>“Take  heed  to  thyself,  and  to  the  teach¬ 
ing.”  If  he  had  neglected  self  deve’opmeut, 
his  teaching  would  not  have  earned  very 
far.  Again  he  says  to  him,  Let  no  man  des¬ 
pise  thy  youth  those  thing?  command  and 
teach.  Be  thou  an  ensamplc. 

But  everyone  recognizes  that  there  is  a 
danger  in  the  development  of  strong  indi¬ 
viduality,  a  great  danger  of  being  selfish, 
self-ecntered,  self-assertive,  and  very  dis¬ 
agreeable  and  offensive.  It  is  well  to  have 
push  in  you  and  even  “punch,”  but  some 
people  are  known  as  “pushing”  in  the  of¬ 
fensive  aensa.  They  clamor  for  their  place 
whether  it  is  in  getting  on  a  railroad  train 
or  their  “rights”  before  the  public.  Some 
of  these  disciples  of  Jesus  were  in  that 
danger.  They  had  just  been  contending 
among  themselves  as  to  who  should  be  great¬ 
est..  Jesus  said  it  is  all  right  to  Love  salt 
in  yourselves,  but  it  is  just  as  important  to 
have  peace  among  yourselves.  Indeed  the 
gospel  salt  will  make  peace  aud  the  lack  of 
i»  will  bring  trouble  and  discord.  It  is  the 
Iwivilcge  of  a  masterly  will  to  be  master  of 
ijsclf.  It  is  the  high  privilege  of  strength 
t6  serve.  The  strength  of  a  withe  or  even  a 
bar  of  iron  may  be  shown  in  its  ability  to 
bend.  Strong  will  may  be  shown  at  its  best 
in  surrendering  to  the  will  of  God.  Jesus 
had  a  great  blessing  for  the  one  who  “wills 
to  do  the  will  of  my  Father.”  The  highest 
and  best  expression  of  a  strong  will  is  not 
shown  in  willfulness,  or  in  stubborn  resis¬ 
tance  to  the  will  of  another,  but  in  subordi¬ 
nating  our  ambition  to  the  good  of  others. 

It  is  the  clear  statement  of  the  word  of  God 
and  the  fundamental  principle  of  psycho- 
l"g.v:  If  any  man  would  be  great  anjong  you 
let  him  be  your  servant;  and  he  that  would 
he  greatest  let  him  be  the  slave  of  all.  It 
is  not  weakness  but  strength  to  think  not 
on  your  own  things  but  on  the  things  of 
others  It  is  not  an  abandonment  of  man¬ 
hood  but  the  attainment  of  it  when  you  can 
seek  not  your  own  but  the  welfare  others. 

It  is  another  form  of  the  truth  wh:eh  Jtsus 
expressed  in  His  own  life  and  in  these  words: 

He  that  loses  his  life  for  my  sake  shall  find 
it-  There  is  plenty  of  demand  for  salt  in 
yourselves  and  there  is  a  sure  way  to  peace 
in  the  right  use  of  it.

We  want  every  church  in  the  state  on  the 
budget  this  year.  We  must  underwrite  our 
denominational  program  and  do  it  at  once. 
This  is  the  pastor’s  job;  it  is  the  deacon’s 
job;  it  is  the  job  of  every  member  of  the 
church.  Let  us  all  take  hold  of  it. 


FROM  FRANCE 


(Lt.  P.  I.  Lipsey.) 

Dear  Mother:

As  a 
result  of  the  publication  of  the  letter  you 
mentioned  I  received  today  a  lovely  letter 
from  Mr.  Collier,  who  was  school  secretary, 
or  some  such,  at  Clarke  College  when  I  was 
there.  He  and  his  family  are  big-hearted 
people  who  were  always  good  and  sympa¬ 
thetic  towards  me  there.  Father  knows 
him,  I  believe,  and  of  course  Dr.  Patterson 
does.  His  letter  certainly  did  make  me  feel 
good.  . 

I  was  indeed  surprised  to  hear  of  your 
being  a  Mississippi  College  professor  now, 
and  tho’  I  am  proud  of  you  and  Mississippi 
College  I  am  not  sure  that  I  am  entirely 
pleased.  It  will  be  hard  work  and  I  hate  to 
think  of  you  worrying  with  a  bunch  of  boys 
a  large  part  of  your  time.  However  I  must 
realize  that  you  are  almost  alone  at  home 
now  and  will  find  it  agreeable  recreation  in 
some  ways.  There  are  certainly  no  slackers 
in  our  family.  French  is  naturally  very  in¬ 
teresting  study  now  and  students  as  well  as 


teacher  will  have  a  real  incentive  to  work. 

Well,  my  situation  is  very  little  different 
from  that  of  my  two  last  letters.  My  two 
last  letters  were  written  on  this  kind  of 
paper,  which  is  my  trench'  paper.  I  saved 
it  to  write  you  from  the  trenches.  I  didn’t 
indicate  exactly  where  I  was  in  those  letters 
but  you  may  have  guessed.  1  rather  thought 
it  unnecessary  at  that  time  to  say  exactly 
where  I  was,  for  fear  I  would  worry  you  a 
hit,  but  I  am  so  little  worried  myself,  in¬ 
deed  so  much  at  ease,  that  I  can  sec  no  need 
of  camouflage.  I  wrote  Uncle  Johnnie  and 
Aunt  Sue  Bell  a  long  letter  a  cTiuple  of  days 
ago,  telling  them  all  about  it  and  then  de¬ 
cided  to  pass  it  straight  on  to  you  too. 

We  have  been  “in”  ten  days  now.  On 
the  very  first  night  the  captain  was  badly 
torn  up  by  a  big  shell.  That  was  the  reason 
he  was  in  the  hospital.  The  latest  news  of 
him  is  that  he  is  being  evacuated  to  the 
states.  My  letter  to  the  Hattiesburg  folks 
ought  to  be  interesting  to  you  and  probably 
you  will  see  it.  That  will  make  quite  un¬ 
necessary  a  lurge  bit  of  repetition. 

Naturally  commanding  a  company  on  the 
line  is  a  busy  job,  particularly  when  you 
have  it  thrust  upon  you  as  suddenly  as  I 
did.  I  never  doubted  my  ability  to  handle 
the  situation,  though,  and  three  days  of  in¬ 
cessant  work  got  us  well  organized.  I  be¬ 
lieve  I  had  Co.  “L”  in  better  shape  than  any 
other  in  the  regiment.  Onr  battalion  was  in 
support  and  we  got  nearly  all  of  Fritz’s 
shells.  However  I  had  no  casualties  from 
the  hundreds  of  shells  that  fell  in  and 
around  our  jmsition.  and  only  two  slight  gas 
casualties.  This  I  attribute  to  work  and 
great  pains  and  care  as  other  companies 
with  similar  or  less  exposure  had  much 
greater  losses.  I  feel  rather,  proud,  Mother 
dear,  I  am  for  “my  boys”  and  I  believe  they 
are  strong  for  me.  They  know  I’ll  do  every 
possible  thing  to  take  care  of  them  and  I 
know  they  will  stay  with  me  and  the  colors 
till  the  last  drop  of  blood. 

Well  it’s  like  this  at  present:  Our  bat¬ 
talion  moved  up  into  the  first  line  position 
today.  I  was  not  given  a  position  of  honor, 
but  one  rather  of  considerable  work.  I  am 
one  of  the  two  companies  in  batallion  sup¬ 
port  and  we  feed  the  two  companies  in  front, 
and  are  of  course  here  to  back  ’em  up.  I 
am  only  a  lieutenant,  you  see,  the  only  such 
commanding  a  Company  in  this  B’n  and  I 
believe  the  only  litutenant  company  com¬ 
mander  in  the  regiment.  So  I  naturally  al¬ 
ways  get  the  raw  end  of  any  deal,  being  so 
low  ranking. 

I  have  already  improved  my  position  here 
sinee  moving  up  to  this  place.  It  was  cer¬ 
tainly  in  a  mess  here  and  it  is  not  at  all  sur¬ 
prising  that  the  company  we  relieved  had 
the  heaviest  casulties  of  the  regiment.  We 
will  be  sitting  on  ’em  here  in  a  couple  of 
days,  as  we  were  back  in  our  last  position. 
1  have  the  four  kitchens  of  the  B’n  down  in 
a  sort  of  u  rock  quarry,  on  the  side  of  the 
bluff  away  from  the  “Dutchmans,”  and  it’s 
almost  impossible  for  the  suckers  to  get  a 
shell  in  on  ua.  I  have  here  a  fairly  large 
cave  shelter  of  quite  homelike  atmosphere 
at  present.  Sinee  I  came  in  I  installed  the 
nice  little  old  writing  desk  on  which  this 
paper  restet— tho  work  of  sow*  9wnopi 


soldier  artificer — and  put  a  back  on  the  stool 
I  am  sitting  on.  I  have  a  stove  and  fire  in 
it,  which  I  haven’t  had  at  all  heretofore  in 
France.  Indeed  if  you  were  to  see  me  to¬ 
night  you  would  exclaim  over  my  war  “dc 
luxe”  I  know.  I  slept  on  the  dirt  floor  of 
my  dugout  last  night  but  tonight  have  a 
stretcher  and  plenty  of  blankets  and  a  plank 
floor  besides. 

Today  we  actually  got  a  New  York 
Herald  of  yesterday’s  date.  It  came  in  this 
manner:  we  heard  a  low  whirring  of  air¬ 
plane  propeller  and  looked  up  to  see  one  of 
the  birds  swooping  down  upon  us.  He  zoon- 
ed  down  close  enough  to  hail  us  almost  and 
then  loosed  a  package.  Everybody  jumped 
for  cover  like  prairie  dogs,  thinking  he  hat 
dropped  us  a  bomb,  yon  know,  but  when  we 
came  to  discovered  it  was  a  bundle  of  -New 
York  "Heralds”  aand  London  Daily  Mails 
he  had  dropped  for  us.  Today's  news  is  of 
the  fall  of  Lille  and  of  Ostend  to  our  arms. 
May  God  speed  the  final  glorious  victory. 

At  one  time  yesterday  the  sky  was  just 
full  of  planes,  over  forty  were  actually 
counted.  Some  seemed  to  be  Americans  and 
some  Germans,  as  our  antis  were  popping  at 
some  and  theirs  were  busting  "sharpnails” 
around  others.  “Now,”  I  said,  “there’s  an 
elegant  chance  for  you  lads  to  fight  if  you 
want  to  fight,  and  here  we  arc  looking  at 
you.”  But  though  they  hummed  around 
fiercely  and  buzzed  like  a  robbed  bee  hive 
they  didn't  hurt  one  another.  “Let  the 
dough  boys  d  othe  fighting”  is  the  motto  of 
all. 

Last  night  we  had  two  gas  alarms.  The 
enemy’s  artillery  must  be  having  a  little  fun 
with  us,  I  said  at  the  time.  They  seemed  to 
be  dropping  a  few  gas  shells  two  or  three 
hundred  yards  in  front  of  us,  and  a  nice 
little  breeze  was  wafting  it  on  in  our  direc¬ 
tion.  I  got  up  both  times  and  sniffed  b!1 
over  the  place  with  my  two  gas  N.  C.'s,  first 
with  masks  on  and  then  with  them  off.  We 
were  able  to  get  only  a  slight  bit  of  it  and 
on  each  occasion  I  ordered  to  remove  masks 
immediately  after  our  investigation.  What 
little  concentration  there  was  seemed  to 
blow  away  pretty  soon. 

I  am  getting  quite  accustomed  to  the  gas 
mask  and  sleep  with  it  strapped  to  my  chest 

I  took  off  my  leggins  this  morning  in 
order  to  change  my  socks,  for  the  first  time 
in  four  days.  I  have  not  taken  my  clothes 
off  in  two  weeks  and  know  not  when  l  shall 
be  able  to.  One  fonrets  all  aboitf  sucb 
things  as  washing  face,  changing  clothes, 
etc.  I  have  practically  all  my  hair  cut  off 
as  the  helmet  makes  it  flat  anyhow. 

The  enemy's  artillery  has  been  unusually 
quiet  today,  indeed  he  has  not  bothered  us 
at  all  for  twelve  or  fourteen  hours.  But 
Uncle  .Sam  simply  won’t  keep  quiet,  he  hes 
been  making  me  jump  as  I  have  been  writ¬ 
ing  this  with  his  rousing  “kiss  for  the 
Kiser,”  as  some  of  the  boys  call  ’em,  almost 
in  my  ear. 

Well  I’ll  have  to  turn  in  now  because 
rousing  time  is  4:30  and  I  may  have  some 
alarms  before  that  Much  love  and  merry 
Thanksgiving  or  whatever  it  i-  when  this 
reaches  you.

formed  about  the  things  for  which  we  stand. 

The  Board  recommends: 

1  That  the  budget  for  the  next  year  for 
Missions  be  enlarged.  This  enlargement  is 
necessary  tb  meet  the  demands  mad£  upon 
us  for  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  it  was  decided 
to  raise  $1,500,000  for  Foreign  Missions  and 
$1,000,000  for  Home  Missions.  Budget  sug¬ 
gested  for  next  year  is,  State  Missions  $60,- 
000,  Home  Missions  $50,000,  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions  $60,000. 

2.  The  report  suggests  that  the  budget 
fixed  by  the  budget  committee  of  this  Con¬ 
vention  cover  only  annual  current  denom¬ 
inational  work.  The  board  sees  no  .reason 
why  a  girl  who  is  going  as  a  missionary  to 
a  foreign  field  or  who  is  going  to  be  a  mis¬ 
sionary  in  the  homeland  should  not  h  .»*’<*  her 
expenses  paid  in  part  by  the  denomination. 
If  we  assist  the  young  women  who  ar*  mak 

.  ing  preparation  for  ministry,  why  not  assist 
the  young  women  who  are  making  prepar¬ 
ation  for  missionary  and  religious  work? 
It  is  susggested  that  Christian  Education 
include  the  education  of  our  boys  and  girls 
at  coir  colleges  who  are  going  to  enter  dis¬ 
tinctively  Christian  work  and  the  assistance 
of  our  boys  and  girls  in  the  Seminaries. 

3.  It  is  suggested  that  the  state  be  divid¬ 
ed  into  at  least  six  sections  and  that  a  work¬ 
er  be  placed  in  each  section  who  shall  have 
in  charge  Jhe  putting  on  of  the  whole  de¬ 
nominational  program. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  variouk  field 
workers  are  presented  in  the  report.  .(These 
reports  are  all  encouraging. 

This  report  was  discussed  by  Kev.  \V.  Y. 
QuUenberry, •  Secretary  J.  B.  Lawrence  and 
several  others. 

The  Convention  adjourned  with  prayer 
by  Dr.  W.  Y.  Quisenberry.

That  the  women  of  our  skate 
have  not  been  altogether  lacking  in  this  frift 
Is"  is  shown  by  our  financial  report  wljich 
'  j"'t  here  respect  fully  rendered.  The 
grand  total  of  all  money  given  by  the  ladies 
is  $97,847.64.  Much  prayer  has  been  mjide 
during  ti  e  year  for  the  blessings  of  (jod. 
None  dared  discuss  this  excellent  repprt. 
Several  expressed  themselves  as  feeing 
ashamed  of  the  small  amount  of  work  Jthe 
•non  have  done  ns  compared  wi  h  the  work 
of  the  women.  The  report  was  heartily 
adopted.  *  [ 

Hie  committee  on  Hospitals  presented  an 
admirable  report.  The  Baptist  Hospital  at 
Jackson,  Miss.,  belongs  to  the  Mississippi 
Baptists,  is  wholly  dependent  upon  themifor 
its  support  and  management.  It  was  stapled 
by  the  Baptists  of  the  state  to  carry  out  [the 
“Good  Samaritan”  spirit  taught  us  by  fcur 
Lord  in  the  incident  of  the  one  who  cied 
for  the  wounded  man.  During  the  last  dear 
the  hospital  cared  for  680  patients.  .  ^97 
medical  and  385  surgical  patients— 84  viere 
children.  Nearly  all  of  whom  were  operated 
on  for  some  defect  which,  when  remedied, 
will  greatly  promote  their  growth  into  ilse- 
ful,  self-supporting  men  and  women.  Many 
of  the  other  charity  patients  were  old  lien 
ami  women;  some  of  them  ministers  and 
some  of  them  wives  of  ministers. 

Eleven  persons  in  the  state  contribute  klO 
monthly  to  a  fund  for  paving  the  salary1,  of 
nurses. 

The  Baptist  Memorial  in  Memphis  is  |ne 
of  our  greatest  institutions  and  is  doing  a 
wonderful  work,  hut  the  Baptist*  >f  Missis- 
ippi  have  not  yet  realized  their  obligations 
t"  it  and  responsibility  for  its  tnpport  It  i? 
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thought  that  the  new  wing  will  be  completed 
by  January,  1919.  Five  thousand  seven  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy-one  were  actually  served 
last  year.  The  hospital  spent  $3,200  in  car¬ 
ing  for  charity  patients,  which  would  make 
$38,400  per  year.  The  hospital  now  has  a 
regular  hospital  pastor.  Dr.  M.  I).  Jeffreys, 
and  he  is  doing  a  splendid  work.  There  are 
thirteen  stars,  which  represents  the  number 
of  nurses  who  were  trained  in  the  hospital 
hut  are  now  in  Red  Cross  service  to  care  for 
the  wounded  boys  and  the  sick  in  the  camps. 
Dr.  M.  D.  Jeffreys  the  pastor  of  the  Baptist 
Memorial  Hospital  at  Memphis,  spoke  earn¬ 
est  words,  inspiring  much  interest.  He  was 
given  a  cordial  welcome  to  ihe  Convection. 

Dr.  T.  J.  Bailey  of  Jackson,  said  every¬ 
thing  good  said  about  the  Memphis  Hospi¬ 
tal  could  be  said  about  the  Jackson  Hospital 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Laymen’s 
Work  was  read  by  Mr.  N.  T.  Tull. 

The  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement 
among  Southern  Baptists  began  operations 
a  little  more  than  ten  years  ago.  It  is  di¬ 
rected  by  an  executive  committee  of  30 
Christian  business  men  elected  by  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention.  14  of  whom  reside 
*-in  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  and  the  other  25  are 
distributed  among  the  states  of  the  South. 

The  report  recommends  that  the  Baptists 
of  Mississippi  co-operate  as  far  as  practi¬ 
cable  with  the  executive  committee  in  the 
promotion  of  its  programs,  especially  its 
stewardship  campaign,  with  the  slogan  “a 
tenth  committed  to  the  tenth.” 

Thp  week  beginning  April  6th  and  ending 
■April  13th,  1919.  has  Leeti  suggested  as 
stewardship  campaign  week  churches  having 
services  only -once  a  month  are  requested  to 
use  that  Sunday  in  April  for  this  eause. 

The  report  further  recommended  that  an 
effort  be  made  to  revive  interest  in  the  of¬ 
fice  and  work  of  the  deacon;  that  the 
churches  elect  a  larger  number  of  deacons; 
and  that  the  deaeons  be  better  organized  for 
performing  the  duties  required  of  them. 

Dr.  J.  T.  Henderson  spflke,  thrilling  the 
convention  with  his  earnestness  and  zeal  for 
the  work  of  the  Kingdom  of  Ood. 

Rev.  R.  S.  Garin  of  Columbus,  introduced 
the  following  resolution:  “Resolved  that 
the  committee  on  nominations  be  asked  to 
name  a  committee  on  evangelism,  whose 
duty  it  Rhall  l>e  to  prepare  a  report  on 
evangelism  to  be  made  at  the  next  session 
of  this  body,  and  that  the  program  commit¬ 
tee  for  that  meeting  be  asked  to  embody  the 
subject  of  evangelism  in  the  program,  and 
that  ample  time  be  named  for  its  discussion. 
Th.'  resolution  was  cnthujUyrtkally  adopted. 
Adjourned  n  it  I.  prayer  by  j.  Tf.  Carter 

Wednesday— Night  Session. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Rogers  conducting  the  devo¬ 
tions.  offering  prayer.  Sang  “I  Am  Bound 
for  the  Promised  Land.”  Prayer  by  O.  L. 
Bentley. 

Hie  general  subject  for  consideration  at 
this  session.  T.  A.  J.  Beasley  read  the  re- 
I’ort  on  “Ministerial  Eduction.” 

The  report  states  that  the  work  of  the 
minister  will  live  on  through  all  eternity. 
Nexer  before  has  it  been  so  necessary  to 
train  our  young  men  in  the  ministry.  About 
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one-fourth  of  the  Baptist  churches  in  Mis¬ 
sissippi  are  now  pastorless.  Many  of  them 
are  pastorless  because  we  have  not  the  men 
who  are  capable  of  filling  the  demands  of 
these  churches.  It  is  not  altogether  the 
fault  of  the  preachers. 

The  demand  of  the  times  is  for  trained 
men.  We  are  coming  into  a  new  day.  We 
are  entering  upo  na  period  of  development 
such  as  the  world  has  never  before  seen. 

Baptists  have  before  them  today  the 
greatest  opportunity  and  also  the  greatest 
responsibility.  Such  pressure  upon  Baptists 
concerning  the  surrendering  of  their  most 
cherished  principles  has  never  before  con¬ 
fronted  them. 

New  and  larger  missionary  fields  are  now 
looming  up  before  us.  The  eyes  of  the 
world  are  upon  the  United  States.  Our 
country  has  the  right  of  way  in  the  world 
today.  We  have  eight  young  preachers  from 
Mississippi  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Theologi¬ 
cal  Seminary;  34  in  the  Southwestern  The¬ 
ological  Seminary,  Port  Worth,  Texas.  The 
committee  recommended  that  the  Conven¬ 
tion  take  immediate  steps  to  clear  our  Min¬ 
isterial  Board  of  debt. 

A  very  interesting  occurence  took  place 
at  this  juncture.  Rev.  H.  L.  Martin  of 
Indianola,  came  to  the  platform  and  after  a 
beautiful  speech,  presented  to  J.  E.  Byrd, 
who  had  served  as  Sunday  School  secretary 
for  15  years  and  for  the  last  two  years  as 
president  of  this  Convention — his  rulings 
have  always  been  fair  and  brotherly — a 
beautiful  gold  watch— the  offering  of  love 
from  his  brethren. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Commission  tif  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  wrote  a  letter  to  the  (  onventiou. 
It  approved  all  the  work  we  are  trying  to  do. 

The  sixth  annual  report  of  the  Baptist 
Education  Commission  of  Mississpp. 

The  commission  has  employed  Dr.  R..  G. 
Gunter  as  general  secretary,  at  a  salary  of 
$2,000  untl  October  1.  when  it  was  raised  to 
$2700.  It  contained  the  following  letter: 

To  the  Baptist  Education  Commission  of 
Mississippi : 

The  Jennings  family,  by  A.  E.  Jennings, 
offer  to  give  to  the  Educational  interests  of 
Mississippi  Baptists  $100,000  in  five  annual 
installments  of  $20,000  each,  on  condition 
that  the  Baptists  of  Mississippi  raise  $200,- 
000.  including  the  Jennings  gift.  $100,000 
of  this  to  be  used  in  purchasing  Blue  Moun¬ 
tain  College  for  the  Baptists  of  Mississippi, 
the  remaining  $100,000  to  be  used  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Convention,  as  the  Education 
Commission  may  determine.  This  will  gi'e 
Blue  Mountain  College  to  the  Baptists  of 
Mississippi  free  from  all  debts  and  incum- 
b>  anees.

1.  That  Clark  Memorial  College  discon¬ 
tinue  conferring  degrees. 

2.  That  the  Convention  signify  its  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  winter  cash  campaign  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  off  all  indebtedness. 

3.  That  the  Convention  give  its  endorse¬ 
ment  to  the  five-year  program  which  pro¬ 
poses  to  raise  $200,000  a  year  in  cash  for 
five  years  at  such  time  and  for  such  dura¬ 
tion  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  by  the 
Convention. 

4.  That  the  Convention  authorize  the 
Education  Commission  to  raise  the  remain¬ 
der  of  the  Mississippi  College  endowment 
fund  which  was  left  uncompleted  by  a  form¬ 
er  campaign,  and  that  this  amount  be  taken 
care  of  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  first  work 
under  the  five-year  program. 

5.  That  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
present  indebtedness  has  been  paid,  and  as 
soon  as  the  cash  can  be  raised  that  another 
dormitory  be  erected  for  the  Woman’s 
College. 

6.  That  we  raise  $30,000  in  next  year’s 
budget;  none  of  which  shall  be  used  for 
buildings  and  endowment  but  for  annual 
current  fund  and  for  the  support  of  those 
being  trained  for  Christan  work  in  our 
colleges  and  seminaries;  this  fund  shall  be 
designated,  Christian  Education,  and  sent 
into  the  office  of  the  State  Convention 
Board  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Educational 
Commission  once  a  month  for  distribution. 
A  statement  from  the  colleges  and  the  sem¬ 
inaries  will  be  required  once  a  month  show¬ 
ing  the  amount  contributed  by  these  schools 
for  the  support  of  ministerial  students  and 
other  Christian  workers,  and  upon  receipt  of 
such  statement  the  Education  Commission 
will  reimburse,  said  schools  for  amount  ex¬ 
pended  on  Mississippi  students. 

The  report  of  the  commission  presents  the 
financial  situation  of  the  colleges  which  will 
appear  in  the  minutes  of  this  Convention. 

The  report  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous 
vote.  Bro.  A.  E.  Jennings  of  Memphis,  was 
called  to  the  platform  and  he  made  a  won¬ 
derful  impression  upon  the  Convention  as  he 
told  how  his  family  arrived  at  the  decision 
to  make  the  splendid  offer  to  the  Conven¬ 
tion  to  purchase  Blue  Mountain  College. 
After  his  talk  the  president  called  on  Dr. 
Jno.  T.  Christian  to  lead  the  Convention  in 
prayer.  It  was  a  high  point  in  the  present 
session  of  the  Convention.  “Blest  Be  the 
Tie  That  Binds’’  was  sung  with  mighty 
volume. 

Rev.  J.  B.  Quinn  of  Grenada,  read  the  re¬ 
port  on  Denominational  Schools  and  Col¬ 
leges.  This  report  contained  similar  recom¬ 
mendations  to  those  of  the  Education  Com¬ 
mission.  All  these  reports  were  heartily 
adopted.  "* 

B.  W.  Griffith  offered  the  following  resolu¬ 
tions  : 

Whereas,  co-education  as  related  to  col¬ 
leges  has  been  for  years  a  prominent  sub¬ 
ject  with  the  thinking  world,  has  been  adop¬ 
ted  as  the  policy  of  many  educational  in¬ 


stitutions,  both  secular  and  religious,  and  is 
now  engaging  the  thought  of  all  educators  1 
everywhere,  and 

Whereas,  the!  question  is  forced  a  on  the 
serious  consideration  of  the  board  of  trus¬ 
tees  of  Mississippi  College  ind 

Whereas,  the  said  board  of  trustees  has 
in  its  report  brought  the  subject  to  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved,  That  this  body 
refer  the  matter  of  co-education  as  it  relates 
to  Mississippj  College  back  to  said  board 
of  trustees  for  its  careful  consideration  and 
disposition. 

Dr.  Provine  announced  that  it  had  been 
deter  mined,  and  he  had  received  an  order 
to  begin  the  demobilization  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C.t 
at  once,  and  be  completed  by  Dec.  21.  He 
stated  that  this  would  interfere  consider¬ 
ably  with  the  work,  but  the  school  will  go 
on. 

Dr.  J.  R.  Kampey  spoke  to  the  report  and 
said  it  would  not  do  for  these  men  who  are 
to  be  demobilized  that  they  be  compelled  to 
leave — $1,800  was  raised  in  a  few  minutes, 
er  by  A.  D.  Muse. 

Thursday — Morning  Session 

The  sun  came  out  bright  and  beautiful — 
the  first  sunlight  sinee  the  Convention 

opened. 

The  devotions  were  led  by  Dr.  C.  W. 
Knight.  Prayer  by  Rev.  R.  A.  Kimbrough. 
Comments  were  made  on  the  passage  “Teach 
us  to  pray.”  Have  a  time  and  place  to  pray. 

Dr.  II.  L.  Martin  of  Indianaola,  read  the 
report  on  the  George  Memorial  Home,  the 
Cotesworth  Home.  The  residence  has 
been  insured  for  $4,000  for  three  years.  The 
plantation  has  been  leased  for  three  years 
for  $500.00  per  year.  The  residence,  with 
20  acres  surrounding  it  has  also  been  rented 
with  the  provision  that  he  is  to  board  as 
many  as  eight  preachers  at  $17.50  per  month 
if  we  wish  him  to  do  so.  The  aged  ministers 
are  invited  to  come. 

There  are  18  aged  preachers  and  six  wid¬ 
ows  looking  to  the  Baptists  of  Mississippi 
for  a  support.  They  receive  average  of  only 
$7.00  per  month.  The  future  seems  to  hold 
out  better  things  for  the  aged  and  infirm  in 
the  ministry.  The  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  at  its  last  session  adopted  a  new  and 
comprehensive  plan  for  taking  care  of 
worthy  ministers,  missionaries,  their  wives 
and  orphan  children.  One  feature  of  this 
•plan  is  that  it  provides  annunities.  a  board 
was  created  at  Hot  Springs  at  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  with  headquarters  at 
Dallas.  Texas.  The  Convention  has  adopted 
the  plan.  Preachers  are  urged  to  become 
members  of  this  annuity  fund.  Dr.  W.  M. 
Lunsford,  secretary  of  the  board  was  pre¬ 
sent  and  addressed  the  Convention.  Much 
enthusiasm  was  aroused  in  this  great  ques¬ 
tion. 

Rev.  J.  P.  Williams  presented  the  report 
on  publiaetions.  The  report  recommends 
the  great  importance  of  reading  our  litera¬ 
ture.  It  is  urged  that  every  one  should  take 
and  read  the  Baptist  Record,  our  state  pa¬ 
per.  The  report  commends  very  highly  the 
efficient  services  of  our  excellent  editor,  Dr. 
P.  I.  Lipsey.

Italy — Looking  back  on  the  past  year 
there  arises  in  my  mind  tse  pictures  of  grey- 
tfre.-n  uniforms,  the  tramp,  tramp  of  soldiers 
leaving  for  the  front  and  the  feeling  that 
Italy  is  giving  her  sons  but  is  gaining 
ground.  Then  eauie  the  news  of  the  Italian 
retreat — people  fleeing  to  Rome  before  the 
invaders,  leaving  their  homes — everything — 
arriving  here  often  having  lost  some  of  their 
children  in  their  escape.  Our  Baptists  at 
Pordenone,  near  Udine,  had  to  fly.  The 
minister  stayed  by  the  chapel  to  protect  the 
mission  property  as  long  as  possible.  His 
daughter  reached  Rome  after  days  of  travel¬ 
ing  in  a  cattle  car,  with  only  dry  bread  to 
Fifteen  days  before  the  invasion  her 
child  died  from  an  intestional  infection 
caught  from  the  cattle;  her  husband  lying 
wounded  .It  some  unknown  hospital  at  the 
front.  She  had  lost  all  her  belongings  but 
w*«  calm  in  spite  (J  everything-  Through 


the  generous  giving  of  one  of  the  [Roman 
dailies  and  friends  we  were  able  to  hplp  her 
and  now  she  is  working  in  a  militarjj  hospi¬ 
tal  here.  The  refugees  suffered  rnuehj,  many 
getting  separated  and  some  member))  land¬ 
ing  in  Sicily  and  in  remote  towns  ejiroute. 
A  friend  of  ours  whose  father  lived  at!  Udine 
asked  us  to  try  to  find  out  some  news  |>f  him 
On  asking  at  the  enquiry  office,  I  was  told; 
that  if  the  gentleman  was  old  we  hadj  better 
not  try  to  know  too  much,  because  if  lie  had 
not  gotten  away  before  the  enemy  cejme  his 
fate  would  have  been  had!  The  Baptisjs  have 
all  through  Italy  voluntarily  given  for  our 
suffering  brethren.  For  a  time  we  hail  some 
Venetian  refugees  in  the  theological  p  hool. 
There  have  been  many  occasions  fo»  work 
and  prayer  We  have  given  awnj  our 
clothes,  and  when  people  ask  for  old  gar¬ 
ments,  we  have  only  those  on  our  bijeks  to 
offer  1  Five  of  our  ministers’  wivles  are 
actively  carrying  on  their  husbands’  work, 
superintending  the  Sunday  and  day  fehools 
and  holding  the  services  while  the  pastor  is 
off  in  the  army.  Our  twelve  Soldiers)  Halls 
are  caring  for  nearly  50,000  soldiers  ijnd  of¬ 
ficers  per  month.  The  wife  of  the  local  min¬ 
ister  usually  gives  a  part  of  her  tinuj  daily 
to  this  work,  distributing  tracts,  talking  to 
and  teaching  the  soldiers  and  in  many  cases 
writing  fofr  those  who  are  unable  tojdo  so 
themselves.  I  cannot  do  better  than  send 
you  as  a  nfPssagc  the  words  chosen  by  i  band 
of  Italian  women  working  for  their  country: 
“May  Rome  see  us  women,  from  the  ijighest 
on  the  social  scale  to  the  humblest!  and 
holiest,  for  the  honor  of  the  country  ajnl  the 
diginitv  of  our  duty,  keeping  eaeli)  their 
own  individuality  hut  united  in  the  warm 
spirit  of  common  work  -with  love:  victory.” 
Susy  Whittinghill. 

Japan  Never  since  the  missionary  women 
came  to  Japan  have  there  been  so!  many 
avenues  of  service.  We  regret  we  have  no 
mop-  strength  to  give  to  the  many  dejnands 
that  arc  made  of  us  The  Christian  women 
of  Japan  are  getting  at  the  root  of  thfe  mat¬ 
ter  and  arc  willing  to  suffer  derision  for 
Christ’s  sake  as  never  before.  Some  nf  the 
women's  meeting-  make  our  hearts  iejoice 
as  we  see  the  earnestness,  faith  ana  love 
manifested  for  Christ.  Our  services  are 
more  largely  attended  than  last  year,  j  More 
baptisms  were  reported  during  tluj  year 
than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  Southern 
Baptist  work.  The  Christian  schodl  and 
kindergarten  are  bringing  Christianity  to 
the  homes  of  the  rich  as  well  as  the!  poor. 
Even  the  non-Christiana  are  more  sympathe¬ 
tic  towards  Christianity.  The  little]  hand 
which  represents  you  lias. big  plans  fir  the 
advancement' of  His  Kifigdom  here.  We  are 
working.  We  greatly  appreciate  the  jmany 
lettcrs  telling  us,  “We  are  praying  fijr  you 
and  your  work.”  We  long  for  these  ti  con- 
tinue  but  we  also  long  that  you  inehjde  in 
your  letters  to  us,  “We  are  giving  tjo  the 
Lord's  work  in  Japan.”  Give  us  a  chapel, 
a  schoolroom,  publish  a  trai  t  or  hook  edu¬ 
cate  ,i  non  I  hristian  boy  nr  -jr i r I ,  -i n ■  |  God 
will  give  you  not  one.  hut  many  souls  pn  re¬ 
turn.  Did  you  know  that  we  'ill  •  oijd  the 
twenty  missionaries  askei  for  ton  mm  ago? 
The  Missions  has  just  renewed  its  request  to 


the  Board.  God  is  blessing  his  work  here 
and  we  are  happy,  but  we  are  not  satisfied, 
for  we  feel  that  modern  America  is  doing 
ancient  mission  work  in  Japan.  We  pray 
that  tbs  watchword  of  Southern  Baptist 
women  may  he:  “All  I  have  to  give  ot  Jesus. 
It  belongs  to  him.” — Mrs.  C.  K.  Dozier. 

Africa  With  much  pleasure  I  can  report 
progress  among  our  women’s  societies  of 
West  Africa  for  the  past  year.  The  organ¬ 
izations  reported  last  year  have  been  doing 
good  work,  and  since  that  time  women’s 
work  has  been  started  in  Oyo  and  fiaki 
Many  of  these  societies  are  sending  at  their 
own  expense  delegates  to  our  Yoruba  Bap¬ 
tist  Association  whieh  meets  at  Abeokuta 
this  year.  We  hope  they,  will  return  to 
their  respective  towns  full  of  inspiration  and 
zeal  to  press  forward  in  the  work.  The 
majority  of  women  and  girls  in  these  so¬ 
cieties  are  Christians,  hut  some  few  a^e  not, 
and  among  these  few  there  have  hoen  those 
during  the  year  who  have  taken  their  stand 
for  Christ  and  followed  their  Saviour  in 
baptism.  We  are  trying  to  get  these  women 
trained  to  do  something  specific  for  the  Mas¬ 
ter.  Some  are  being  encouraged  to  under¬ 
take  the  support  of  a  native  girl  thruogh 
our  girls’  school  at  Abeokuta.  while  others 
are  encouraged  to  bring  some  offering  that 
may  be  used  for  the  good  of  the  cause  in 
whatever  way  seems  best.  There  can  be 
only  a  small  amount  contributed  as  many 
of  these  girls  are  pawn-slaves  and  have  little 
or  nothing  of  their  Own  besides  the  food  and 
clothing  furnished  them  hv  their  masters. 
The  English  government  is  doing  what  it 
ean  to  put  down  this  custom  among  the 
people,  hut  it  takes  some  time  to  abolish  a 
custom  that  has  heen  going  on  for  ages. 
Pawning  one’s  child  is  one  of  the  easiest 
wavs  to  raise  money  among  these  people, 
finch  slaves  are  nsnallv  well  treated  and 
have  n  certain  amount  of  latitude  and  may 
lie  at  anv  time  redeemed  One  .n+eresting 
meeting  for  women  is  heM  every  Wednesday 
morning  at  the  Okelerin  Bcntiet  Church 
when  the  women  of  the  churches  meet  to¬ 
gether  for  prayer  service  at  six  o’clock  be¬ 
fore  going  about  their  daily  occupation. 
Our  Christian  women  love  thpir.  church  and 
their  Savior  and  onr  prayer  ia  that  they 
mav  realize  more  fully  the  fellowship  in 
Christ  and  God 'a  great  love  for  each  and  all.

The  mission  conference  was  held  at 
Fukuoka  October  23  to  26  after  con¬ 
ferences  had  been  held  at  the  several 
stations  with  missionaries,  native  pas 
tors  and  members.  We  regard  the 
Fukuoka  meeting  as  a  notable  mission¬ 
ary  conference.  It  was  truly  repre¬ 
sentative  and  time  was  taken  to  go 
pretty  thoroughly  Into  matters  of  Im¬ 
portance  both '  to  the  administration 
and  the  work  on  the  field.  The  con¬ 
ference  with  the  native  pastors  and 
evangelists  was  first  held.  This  last¬ 
ed  until  Thursday  noon.  The  native 
pastors  were  given  opportunity  to  pre¬ 
sent  Christian  missions  In  Japan  from 
their  viewpoint  and  the  corresponding 
secretary  was  given  opportunity  to 
present  to  them  the  Southern  Baptist 
viewpoint  concernltffe  methods  of  ad¬ 
ministration  and  denominational  pol¬ 
icies.  We  wer^  much  impressed  With 
high  average  of  Indulgence  possessed 
by  these  native  pastors  .and  for  the 
most  part  with  their  deep  and  upsel- 
flsh  interest  In  the  great  work  of 
bringing  Christianity  to  their  fdllow 
countrymen.  These  men  will  com¬ 
pare  favorably  in  the  matter  of  gen- 


sponslblllty  for  the 
the  people  In  the  grace  of  giving  and 
nel  (reliance  These  pastors  are  deep¬ 
ly  Interested  In  such  enterprises  as 
o|ur  girls’  school  at  Kumamoto,  the 
academy  and  proposed  college  and 
.Seminary  at  Fukuoka  and  our  pub¬ 
lishing  house  at  Shlmonosekl.  Their 
discussion  of  these  enterprises  gave 
Evidence  both  of  their  Interest  In 
them  and  reflection  upon  their  service 
to  tbe  cause  of  Christ  In  Japan  Many 
times  have  we  had  the  Joy  of  close 
Conference  with  missionary  pastors 
rind  evangelists  In  the  homeland  but 
we  do  not  recall  that  we  have  held 
due  which  we  have  more  keenly  en- 
Joyed  and  which  gave  us  more  hope 
llor  the  cause  of  Christ.  ,•  In  some 
tjhings.  for  Instance,  the  leadership  of 
tiatlve  Christians  In  the  grace  of  giv¬ 
ing  and  self-support,  these  pastors 
tiave  something  to  learn,  but  we  re- 
niember  that  there  has  not  been  time 
for  large  experience  nor  have  they 
Had  great  benefit  from  examples  In 
(he  religious  life  about  them,  and  yet 
they  are  even  then  In  advance  of  some 
pastors  at  home  who  have  been  fav¬ 
ored  with  all  these  advantages.  We 
thall  carry  w  ith  us  on  our  further  mis¬ 
sionary  tour,  back  to  the  homeland, 
and  Into  the  administrative  duties 
there,  a  pleasant  memory  and  a  sin- 
(fere  affection  for  these  Japanese 
brethren  with  whom  It  has  been  our 
pleasure  to  confer  concerning  their 
task  and  ours  of  declaring  the  Glad 
Tidings  to  their  people.
